The Fight aie ig Direct Tax 


FILIBUSTERING ALL DAY LONG 


The Canvass Over the Succession to Chief 
Justice Watte—Legislative Topics—- 
Other Washington News. 


WASHINGTON, April 4.—[Special.] —The fate 
of the direct tax bill is yet one of the uncer- 
tainties, and with the filibustering tactics of 
the majority of the democrats, which has been 
carried on all day, creatinga dead lock. there 
isiio telling when or where it willend. The 
southern democrats are determined in their op- 
position to the bill, unless the republicans and 
the few northern democrats who vote with 
them will consent to the amendment refunding 
the cotton tax, which amounts to almost eight 
million dollars. The democratic side of the 
house has all day been under the leadership of 
General Cates, of Alabama, who has displayed 
superior ability as a'leader. He is cool-headed 
and there is not a man in. the house 
possessed of more courage. The republicans 
are headed by Reed, of Maine. At this hour 
(half-past eleven) the house is in a perfect 
pandewonium, and the chances are the session 
wiil continue all night. As it appears now, it 
issimpiy a question of endurance, and each 
side seems determined to fight it out if it takes 
all the session. At various times there has 
been some bad temper displayed, but upon the 
whole general good feeling prevails, and fre- 
quently the two leaders, Oates and Need, 4n- 
dulge in close consultation. All of the Geor- 
gia Jelegation are opposed to the passage of 
tlie direct tax bill, unless the amendment to 
refund the cotton tax, which was illegally 
assessed, and so decided by the supreme court, 
is made a part of the bill. They take the posi- 
tionthat if the cotton taxis not paid in this 
bill there will never be any way by which itcan 
becoliectedin case the direct tax bill should be- 
come a law,and thisis the principal reason why 
the passage of the bill isbeing so vigorously op- 
posed. ‘The direct tax wasa legal tax while 
the cotton tax was illegal and this is also 
another reason why the original bill is being 
met with such opposition. There is due the 
state of Georgia on the cotton tax $11,897,04.98 
which to cet this out for the state, amount which 
wasillegally collected, the delegation are with 
the democratic majority in wanting the smaller 
amount to remain asa part of the surplus, which 
is thereby a constitutional enactment, rathor 
than forever sacrifice all hopes of securing the 
large amount which is justly the property of 
the people of the state. 

THE CHIEF JUSTICESHIP. 

The World this morning publishes interviews 
with a large number of the members of the 
house in regard to the vacant chief justiceship. 
The expression is almost unanimous in favor 
of Speaker Carlisle, and the general opinion 
seems to be that there is no doubt of his appoint- 
ment. The speaker has not yet verified the 
rumor that Mr. Cleveland has promised him 
the appoimtment if ho desires it, but many be- 
lidve it to be a faet. From the present out- 
look, should Mr. Carlisle not desire the ap- 
paintment; Judge Hoadly, formerly of Ohio, 
but now of New York, who probably has more 
congressional friends than anyone heretofore 
mentioned, stands the best chance of receiving 
the appointment. Southern members seem to 
have given up all hope of the vacancy 
being filled from the south, but the friends of 
Senater Gray, of. Delaware, are still urging 
h‘isclaim. The justices of the supreme court 
are, of course, careful to abstain from volun- 
tcering any suggestion as to the appointment 
of aclrief justice. They invade no other de- 
partment and permit no invasion of their own, 
but it is known that they would greatly prefer 
the selection of one of their own number as 
chief justice, and it is said that six of them 
have expressed themselves in fayor of Justice 
Vield. 

THE BLAIR BILL. 

On account of the infiuence brought to bear 
upon the committee on education, the sub- 
committee recently appointed to consider the 
Blair bill have commenced holding weekly 
meetings. At the meeting today they com- 
menced consideration of the bill by sections, 
but have not yet passed vpon any of it. 
This consideration will probabiy be prolonged 
uutil adjournment. At least, it is the com- 
mittee’s intention to have itdoso. Therecent 
talk of the commiitee, offering a substitute for 
the bil , is not considered good policy by the op- 
ponents, for fear that when the substituted 
bill is reported to the house some friend of the 
Blair bill might offer it as-a substitute for the 
committee bill and pass it. The democrats 
generally seem opposed to the Bla bill, and 
are determined to prevent its passage. Their 
reasons for smothering the bill in committee is 
because they are afraid that it might pass 
should the heuse have an opportunity to vote 
upon it. 

THE ADULTERATED LARD BILL. 

At a meeting of the house agricultural com- 
mittee this morning, it was decided to cease 
all hearings and step receiving petitions on the 
subject of adulterated lardafter the 15th inst. 
The bill will probably be oreprted to the 
house avout the end of this month. The com- 
mnittee is understood to stand eight for the bill 
and 7 against, the delegate, Mr. Dubois, from 
Idaho, not being entitled to a vote. 

THE FREEDMAN’S BANK BILL 
was called up$for discussion a short while in 
the senate today, but no-action was taken. 
Senator Brown says he has no doubt that the 
bill will pass that body should it come to a 
vote. However, grave doubts are expressed as 
to its safety in the house. In fact, it is not 
tnought it can possiblyfpass that body. 

THE OKLAHOMA BILL 

is the first of the territory bills to be considered 
next week, and the omnibus bill for the ad- 
mission of Dakota, Washington, Montana and 
New Mexico will then bo taken up. Bitter 
figuts will be made upon both bills, The opin- 
ion prevails that the former will very likely be 
defeated, while the latter is almost certain to 
pass. 

The house committee on manufactures has 
decided to take up as ils next subject of inyes- 
tivation, the standard oil trust. Chairman 
bacon is now in New York making arrange- 
ments to subpa@na witnesses, etc. 

Mr. Norwood introduced a petition today 
asking that the claim for stores and supplies of 
Jacob Volaski, of Chatham, for $9,903 be re- 
ferred to the court of claims; also a similar pe- 
tition from John Walsh, heir of T. J. Walsh, 
ofthe same county; also a third from Eva 
Straus:, widow of Peter Strauss, for $1,700.

Bill.

FILIBDUSTERING IN THE HOUSE, 
Opponents of the Direct Tax Bill Make Dil- 
ntory Motions. 

WaAsHinGctTon, April 4.—After the reading 
of the journal in the house, an effort was made 
by friends of the special order—the direct tax 
bill—to make an’ arrangement by which the 
final vote upon the measure would be insured 
today at 5 o’clock, but Mr. Breckinridge, of 
Arkansas, objected to the proposition. 

Mr. E. B. Taylor, of Ohio, thereupon moved 
to limit the general debate to one hour. 

Opponents of the bill then resorted to fili- 
bustering tactics. 

The entire day was consumed in vot 'ng upcn 
dilatory motions submitted-sy apponcnt; of 
the bills, Messrs. Oates, of Alabama, and 
Beckenridge, of Arkansas, being most active 
in this respect. Motions to adjourn, to a day 
certain, and for recess, alternated with each 
other and the voice of the clerk calling the 
role with alphabetical monotony w4s uninter- 
rupted by any cc2ne of interest,or amusement, 
until nearly six o’clock, when a vote occurred 
upon the motion submitted by Mr. E. B, Tay- 
lor for a recess until tomorrow at ten o’clock. 

The filibustering element was at this time 
at the end of the list of dilatory motions, but 
Mr. Breckinridge, of Arkansas, was equal to 
the emergency and madea motion that the 
gentleman from Tennessee (McMillin) be ex- 
cused from voting upon Mr. Taylor’s motion. 

Mr. Reed, of Maine, and Burrows, of Michi- 
gan, made the point of order that a motion to 
excuse was nat in order upon a motion to take 
a recess, the former gentleman suggesting that 
if it were in order motions could be submitted 
to exeuse every member. The speaker said 
that while that might be very inconsistent, he 
thoucht a motion to excuse was in order. 

Mr. Grosvenor, of Ghio, remarked suggest- 
ively that it might bea very convenient motion 
for the minority to avail itself of. 

Mr. E. Bb. Taylor said that the direct tax bill 
was not the only bill before the house, and the 
gentlemen who were pressing this matteginight 
take notice that it was not the only bill. 

Mr. Grosvenor remarked that there were 145 
members of the minority. At six‘hoursa day 
they could use up fifty days upon every vote, 
and he gave notice now, if God spared his life, 
and this motion were. admitted, if he eould get 
the minority to stand with him, he .gould doit 
on a question which would effect ‘semebody 
very materially.

RECOMMEND HIM FOR RE-ELECTION 


Vermont Republicans Arraign the Demo- 
cratic Administration—NRhode Island 
Goes Republican, 


PENDLETON, Oregon, April 4.—In the demo- 
cratic state convention today the committee 
on resolutions reported a platform, which was 
adopted unan®@ously. Tho first resolution 
heartily indorsed President Cleveland; the 
second indorsed the present state administra- 
tion, and the third is as follows: 

We most earmatiy and ungualifiedly !gdozse the 
policy of tariff revision ang reduction of surplcs 
revenue to the needs of the government's econemi- 
Calacmivistration es set forth in the pres.dont’s 
last annual message to conaress. We beileve that 
fuch resolution is dictated by scund policy and 
that unnecessary taxation is unjust end oppressive 
aud that public. revenue should as far as possible 
be derived from taxes levied upon luxurics, rather 
than the necgssities of life, 

The fourtl: section of the platform demands 
the forfeiture of unearned land grants and ap- 
proves the president’s message on that subject. 

The fifth section suggests that the pension 
roil should be a roll of honor, without visiting 
on the people so great a-financial burden. 

Other resolutions denounce the policy of the 
English government and express sympathy 
with the laboring classes; favor the election 
of United States senators by the direct vote of 
the people; ask that enlarged power be given 
to the state railway comission, and demand 


of the general government liberal appropria, 


tions for river aud harbor improvements. 

John M. Gearin,of Portland, was nominated 
for congress on the first ballot. Judge Johp 
Burnett, of Corvallis, was nominated for Sa- 
preme judge by acclamation. Resolutions 1n- 
dorsing Mr. Cleveland for president and Gov- 
ernor Penny, of Oregon, for vfce-president,are 
equivalent to instructions, however,each dele- 
gate is a pronounced Cleveland man. W. H. 
Ethuger, of Portland; W. R. Bilyou, vf Al- 
bapy, and E. KR. Skipworth, of Pendleton, 
were nominated as. presidential electors. A 
Bush was elected as chairman of the state cen- 
tral comunittee.

Secretary Daynrd’s Undiplomatiec Utterances

Tanarer, March 31.—The situation re- 
mains unchanged here? The Mcorish gov- 
ernment is quite content teletit remain un- 
changed till the erack o’ doom. For the inci- 
dents of the past few days have extinguished 
what fragment of prestige remained to us 
phere, and have made the United States war 
ship Enterprise, which in appearance is not 
imposing, the laughing stock of the Mediter- 
ranean. I have beén im many out-of-the-way 
parts of the world, but never til] now have I 
Acquiesced in the saying of so many American 
travellers [that, when abroad, it is best to be 
inder the British protection. Events here 
have determined, in this respect, my patriot- 
ism, and I join the chorus. 

A few days of firm, dignified action after the 
arrival of the Enterprise would have settled 
the difficulty. Two days afterwards, however, 
the local French and Spanish papers here re- 
published a cablegram which had appeared in 
the Madrid Epoea under a Washington date, 
Stating that Secretary Bayard on being inter- 
viewed had said that Captain McAlla, of the 
Enterprise, hadorders under no possible con- 
tingency to use his. guns. Had this naive 
remark with which Secretary Bayard is cred- 
ited never been uttered there would never 
have been the slightest danger or necessity for 
arined indifference. Now, however, some 
show of earnestness will have to be made, and 
even at this late day, Ithink-the Moors will 
come to their senses.

BURNED TO DEATH. 


The Cremation of Four Prisoners in a 
Mississippi Jail. 

Hrvena, Ark., April 4.—[{Special.]|—It was 
feported on the streets today by reliable par- 
ties, who have just arrived from Friav’s Point, 
Miss., that a fearful quadruple tragedy was 
enacted at that place. Wm. Grey, a white 
man and a noted desperado from Coahoma 
county, was convicted several weeks ago at 
Friar’s Point_of arson, and was sentenced to 
imprisonment for ten years in the Mississippi 
penitentiary, and was being detained in the 
jail there until the special agent of the prison 
could convey him and three other felons to 
Jackson, Miss. The jailer, named Cooper, 
who lived some distance from the 
jail, ascertained that the jail 
was on fire, and he hastened 
to the scene with as much assistance as he 
could summon, and attempted to extinguish 
the flames that had well nigh enveloped the 
jail. They tried to force the doors of the cells 
with sledge hammers and chisels, in order to 
rescue the prisoners, who were gradually 
succumbing tothe smoke that was rapidly 
suffocating them. The prisoners, with 
bianched faces, were standing in the corridors, 
beseeching, praying and exhorting the specta- 
tors to release them from their horrible 
situation, but all efforts were in vain. Then 
*when they saw that there jwas no hope, 
they requested that a minister be sent 
for to pray for them before they were crem2- 
ted. The minister arrived, and with some of 
those present, joined in and prayed for the 
poor fellows until the jail fell in aud complete- 
ly covered up the four ill-fated men in its 
ruins. Before Gray succumbed he acknowl- 
edged that he set fire to the jail purposely 
with the intent of escaping. but that he was 
innocent of the charge on which he was con- 
victed. Itis thought by many that Gray was 
demented, and that one of his manias was the 
burning of houses.

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THE BOYCOTT OFF 


And Freight Moves on the Wesi- 
ern Roads. 


FIGHT CONFINED TO THE “Q” ROAD 


The Brotherhood Mento Lift the Boycott-— 
A Mass Meeting Addressed by Rail- 
road Officials—The Agreement. 


es 


Cuicaco, April 4.—Thoe final result of the 
meetings of the employes of the various roads 
in this city, which began yesterday afternoon 
and lasted until a late hour last night, is an- 
nounced this morning in the declaration that 
the beycott of the “(Q’’ cars has been perma- 
nently raised, and that henceforth the contest 
will be confined strictly to the ‘‘Q"” system. 
This raising of the boycott means that all 
strikes now cn, except the “Q,”’ are to stop 
forthwith and that ali those which were im- 
minent are to be averted. The business of 
Chicago is to be restored and maintained 
by the strikers: with strict decorum. 
Other roads are absolved from the require- 
ment of neutrality, and violence is to 
be discountenanced, accord’ng to the well 
known policy of the Brotherhood of Loco- 
motive Knyincers, 

The arrangement agreed upon, it is stated, 
is directly due to the cxertions of Chief Ar- 
thur, of the Brotherhood of Engineers; Grand 
Master Sargent, of the firemen; Grand Master 
Monaghan, of the switchmen’s association; 
Mayor Roche and Mark Crawford, who also 
represents the switchumen. The final decision 
was hastened by the mass meeting, held with 
closed doors, last evening, and which was ad- 
dressed by General Manager Jeffrey, of the 
Illinois Central rcad. Fifteen bundred rail- 
way employes were present at the meeting, 
representing elements which had previously 
been at times antagonistic. When the ap- 
pointed time came this morning for a 
cessation of the strike on the St. Paul, 
all hagds, firemen, ¢ngincers and switchmen, 
presented themscives for duty, and the usual 
eourse of things, as far as the Milwaukee and 
St. Paul companyjis concerned, was resumed. 
At the Fcrt Wayue yards there was a hitch, 
and the strike on that road continues. Engi- 
necrs and firemen were ready to carry out the 
understanding, but switchmen were obstinate. 
At 9a. m., however, cverything was satisfac- 
torily arranged, and the great Burlington boy- 
cott. was apparently everywhere at an end. 

There seems no roonr for doubt that the 
speech of General Manager Jeilrey, of the 
iilinois Central read, at the strikers’ meeting 
last night, had a greater influence in bringing 
about a suspension jof the ,beycott than any- 
tiing else that was done. Mr. Jeffrey spoke 
for two hours, and was listened.to with respect- 
fulatiention. He explained tothe men the 
obligations placed upon the roads by the inter- 
state commerce law and. their unwritten 
obligations toward the community at large, 
and told thei that, in their impuisive desire 
to help their brethren on the Burlington road, 
they were not injuring the Burlington, but 
were working incalculable mischief on them. 
selves, and he promised to use his personal 
effort with all railroad. manayers in the city 
against blacklisting or visiting any punish- 
ment on the strikers beyond what they suffer 
from the loss of wages. ‘Tiiis promise le ful- 
filled, assoon as the meeting adjourned, by 
calling upon all that he could reach so late at 
night, and he completed his undertaking to- 
day. <Allthe managers, vithout exception, 
so far as is known, promptly gave the required 
assurance. 

The boycott against tho Burlington road was 
fully lifted today, and the Burlington yards 
jammed with freight from other roads, the 
move of the Rock Istand in sending in freight 
seeming to have be¢ome ecpidemic, Ten min- 
utes after the receipt of the Rock Island train, 
a Baltimore and Ohio traiu steamed in, and 
following this came another lot of cars from 
Lake Shore. All the roads having freight 
communication with the buriington continued 
sending in freightto the “*Q”’ yards steadily. 
There seemed to benoend tothe freight that 
has been held in check by the boycott on the 
‘()” interchange of cars. It is_ broadly 
stated thai the strikers calcu: 
lated that in lifting the boycott 
all the roads that had tor weeks suspended 
relations with the *Q’’ would at once proceed 
tounload on that company all cars that ac- 
cumulated, and that the effect would be to 
swamp the “Q” people with freight. 

It was thought that, in the natural order of 
things, the Burlington would receive more 
freight daily from other roads than it could 
vive tothem, and that it would be but a short 
time before it would be obstructed with freight 
consigned to it by other lines. Having 
achieved this, the Burlington would be required 
under the Jawjgto furnish facilities for the 
proper handling of freight. This might grow 
into a lever to move the men back into their 
old positions on the “(.”” It was a move 
worth making, and the men made it.f/ Up to 
tonight the judgment of those ordering it 
seems to have been good. <A great deal more 
freight has been received by the “Q” people 
today than has been sent out by them. -

THE ROLL OF DEATH. 


Ex-Attorney General Brewster Dies at His 
Hiome in Philadelphia 

PHILADELPHIA, April 4.—Benjamin Harris 
Brewster attorney-general of the United States 
during President Arthur’s administration, 
and during whose term of office the famous 
star route cases were pushed to a successful 
conclusion, died early this morning, at his 
home in this city, aged 71 years. He had 
been suffering during the winter with disease 
of the kidneys, but his condition did not be- 
come serious until about a month ago, since 
which time he has been confined to the hcusr, 
About a week ago it was discovered by his 
physicians that paralysis of the bladder had 
set in and his failure since that time has been 
marked. Early this morning he sank intoa 
heavy slumber and passed quietly away. Mr. 
Brewster was one of the oldest and most prom- 
inent members of the Philadelphia bar. He 
was born October 16, 1816, in Salem county, 
New Jersey. He had been twice married, 
but was a widower at the time of his death, 
his second wife having died about two years 
ago. 

“You cannot say anything too good of him. 
He was a great lawyer and a fine man.”’ 

The speaker was Mr. Will Haight, United 
State; commissioner. Mr. Haight was chief 
clerk in the department of justice for several 
years, and, as such, was during a portion of 
the time Mr. Brewster’s right hand man. 

“T was in the department of justice,’’ he con- 
tinued, ‘‘when Mr. McVeigh went outof ofiice 
and Mr. Brewster was appointed by President 
Arthur. You doubtiess kuow about his per- 
sonal appearance and his peculiarities of dress. 
His face was 
magniticent. He was in the 
gentleman of the old school. 
peculiar—a shirt with ruftied bosom and sleeves, 
a buff vest and other articles as distinctive.

ALBANY, Ga., April 4.—[Special.J—Flint 
rivar, after reaching a very high peint, and 
overflowing its banks on every side until it 
had more the appearance of a great lake than 
a river, has commenced to’ re 7° is 
thought by some to have reached the highest 
point known, though there are, as usual, many 
conflicting theories regarding it; some main- 
taining that it lacked five inches of being as 
high as during the freshet of last year.

Yesterday morning, when the river was at 
its highest Tug ConstiruTiIon correspondent 
started along its banks in search of items, the 
first person seen was an old citizen sitting 
upon a pile of crossties eating his lunch. ‘‘This 
isthe highest point the river has ever yet 
reached is it not?’ asked the correspondent. 
“No, it has been higher,” replied the old in- ; 
habitant. “How much?” Oh, a great deal.” 
“When was it?” ‘Why, in 1840. Yes, it was 
during the Harrison freshet.’’ The reporter 
turned sadly away. 

Proceeding further, he came to where the 
long line of wagons was hauling dirt and 
making a high grade or bank for the Columbus 
Southern railroad te enter the city upon. The 
water had reached both sides of the grade, and 
the teams, after dumping out their loads of 
dirt, had to be driven through the water upon 
their return, <A small bridge had been built 
over a slough, but before reaching it the mules 
had to wade through water: up to their bodies. 

Farther on Mr. Joe Hill was seen gazing at 
the wide expanse of water. ‘See that lumber 
pile?” said he, pointing to a mass out in the 
center of the water, where several men with 
boats could be seen working around it. “That 
contained 15,000 or 20,000 feet of lumber which 
had been anchored to the boiler of the engine 
of that sawmill, but the rope broke last night 
and it was swept away.

The 
city of Newnan, with a population of thirty- 
five hundred, will be offset by Hurricane dis- 
trict, with a population of four hundred. 

These delegates will be self appointed, there 
being no primary election ordered er 
intended. From the indications § the 
excitement will be at a white heat 
from now until the day of the prestdental elec- 
tion. No one seems to know who will be the 
choice for legislature, congress or judgeship of 
this circuit. The regular politicans are stam- 
peded, while the farmers seem determined to 
enter the field well organized for all the oflices 
to be filled this fall. They want mon sent 
to the legislative halls who will repre- 
resent them. and not those whose interests are 
antagonistic to their own.

Hon. Edward Atkinson, of Boston, is in 
our city to attend the wedding of his 
nephew. We welcome him here.

In fact, we 
have never properly appreciated how much 
he did for the south in his various addresses 
and work until recently. When he told our 
people in 1881 that if the New England peo- 
ple had a plant that would yield per annum 
the seed we get from an acre of our cotton 
‘Jand, not counting the lint at all, they 
would get rich from it, it put our people to 
thinking, and they soon found that we were 
wasting and throwing away a very valuable 
part of the product of our cotton fields. 
From that day our farmers began to. get 
better prices for their seed. Hundreds of 
oil mills have been established and the seed 
today is as valuable as the lint, and each 
year is increasing in value. The outcome 
has been wonderful and it has added mil- 
lions to the-wealth of our farmers. It has 
also added materially to the constant in- 
crease in the planting of cotton, as will be 
geen by the steady increase in acreage each 
year, While this was possibly one of the 
greatest advantages we derived from Mr. 
Atkinson’s visits in 1881, we derived many 
others. 

Mr. 8. M. Inman, of our city, remarked 
to some gentlemen yesterday that the qual- 
ity of cotton had improved very much since 
1880, and that he could trace the improve- 
ment more to instructions and advice from 
Mr. Atkinson, about the importance of 
properly picking and preparing cotton for 
market after it was made, than to any other 
one fact. 

In 1890 we must have another cotton ex- 
position, at which time we hope Mr. Atkin- 
son will come and see how well we have 
improved on his suggestions, and how high 
we have appreciated his valuable advice. 
In other words, let him hit us on the ‘‘raw’’ 
again, - . 

Mr. Atkinson has been requested to de- 
liver an address today to the members of 
the Atlanta chamber of commerce, and has 
consented. Our citizens will be well repaid 
to hear what he has to say. He will doubt- 
less give his opinion as to what we have 
done since’ 1880, Whatever he says we 
know will be his candid opinion.

Mr. Matthew Arnold, who stands in the 
front rank of the famous English writers of 
the century, has written a magazine article 
in which he seriously argues that American 
civilization isa failure, A generation or 
two age we expected severe criticism and 
abuse from English writers. Mr. Trollope 
fairly flayed us alive. Sidney Smith con- 
temptuously asked: ‘‘Who reads an Amer- 
ican book?”? Charles Dickens ridiculed us 
in his “‘American Notes,”’ and in ‘Martin 
Chuzzlewit.”” These attacks made us in- 
dignant, but we profited by them, and toned 
down our spread-eagicism and other offen- 
Bive national traits. 

But Mr. Arnold hits us harder than any 
of his contemporaries and predecessors ever 
did. He sces only the commonplace and 
ignoble in America. There is no beauty in 
our natural scenery or in our cities. Our 
Mewspapers are damnation. Our women 
have harsh voices, and our men are brag- 
garts. Our literature is little better than 
ournewspapers. Welive ina fool’s para- 
dise, with few comforts and conveniences, 
and wespend ourtime in boasting of our 
superiority over all other nations of the 
earth.

In the matter of popular education, 
a free press, free speech and free religion, 
we have always beenin advance of our 
British cousins. Perhaps it is not too 
much to say, after the revelations of the 
Pall Mall Gazette, and several recent divorce 
cases in high life, that our standard of mor- 
als is higher than it is in England, Some 
of the little matters referred toby Mr. Ar- 
nold are largely questions of taste, and it is 
useless to discussthem, Perhaps our litera- 
ture is little better than our newspapers, 
but it may be said that our great dailies 
command the pens of the world’s best 
writers, andin this way they give their 
readers genuine literature. No doubt Mr. 
Arnold is indebted to an American. for his 
ability to write his own language correctly, 
for the grammar written by a provincial 
Pennsylvanian wasthe standard text-book 
in England for fifty years and more. 

Our comforts and conveniences may lack 
the solidity and durable qualities of English 
products, but the workingmen who 
made them” received living wages, 
and they are within the reach 
of the masses of cur people. Steam- 
boats, street cars, telegraphs, ocean cables, 
sewing machines and many other American 
inventions have added greatly to the com- 
fort and convenience of even Mr. Ar- 
nold. 

It may be true that some of us are brag- 
garts, but Washington and Lincoln and Lee 
are admired in every land as types of noble 
manhood. A race which has produced such 
men cannot be composed of braggarts and 
cowards, 

But it is impossible to follow Mr. Arnold 
without coming to the conclusion that his 
attack was the outcome of a fit of mental ab- 
erration, a sour mood, or some secret dis- 
appointment. No one in his right mind 
would have written the article to which his 
name is attached in the April number of the 
Nineteenth Century. This is a charitable 
view to take of it, andit is always best to be 
charitable.

One Way of Showing Contempt. 

The New York Times thinks that James 
Gordon Bennett printed Jay Gould’s scan- 
dalous letter in order to show his contempt 
for the writer. 

No doubt this is the correct view of the 
situation. Besides, Mr. Bennett knew very 
well that an attack upon his private charac- 
ter was no reply tothe charges which he 
had made against Gould, and he knew, 
moreover, that the public would jump to 
the conclusion that Gould’s frantic outburst 
was Virtually a.confession of guilt. Whena 
man is called a swindler or a thief it is no 
defense for him to reply that his accuser 
once got drunk, and on another occasion 
acted in a disorderly manner. 

Mr. Gould might have known that Mr. 
Bennett would give his letter the widest 
publicity. It is the regular Bennett style. 
A generation ago the elder Bennett was 
always doing just such things. IZfanenemy 
assaulted him on the street he did not try to 
suppress the affair; he wrote it up with 
flaming headlines. Whena man denounced 
him he always made it a point to publish 
the denunciation. 

This isone way of showing scorn and 
contempt for an antagonist, and sometimes 
it is the best way. #‘*That is my opinion,’’ 
said one man to another on the street, after 
abusing him fiercely. -‘‘Good Lord!’ re- 
plied the other, with a face as calm 
as a summer morning, ‘*What in the 
mischief do you suppose I care for your 
opinion?’ The words and the manner of 
the person assuming so much superiority 
utterly crushed the vituperative fellow, and 
he walked off, mortified and hacked, 

As the matter stands, Bennett is on top, 
and Gould has made a falsp step which has 
placed him at a permanent disadvantage. 


About Women’s Rights. 

The international council of women, 
which was recently in session in Washing- 
ton, was a very interesting affair. Its mem- 
bers included the most distinguished women 
of the country, so faras reputation is con- 
cerned, and they read their essays and pub- 
lished their grievances with an earnestness 
that commanded attention. 

But what did it all amount to? The wo- 
man’s rights movement is no further ad- 
vanced now than it was forty yearsago, and 
the leaders now were theleadersthen. The 
women of this country have all the rights 
they want, and they will always have them. 
At the north, the advocates of woman suf- 
frage are not more numerous now, taking 
the increase of population into account, than 
they were when the first woman suffragist 
made her appearance before the public. 

And yet the fact remains that if the 
women of this country really desired to vote, 
the privilege of the ballot would be conferred 
on them inshort order and with but few 
dissenting voices. 

Nevertheless, there are many important 
rights that women have and which they ex- 
ercise with impunity. We have at hand 
an instance where a woman allowed her in- 
surance policy to lapse, and her busband, on 
the plea that his wife refused to support him, 
attempted to commit suicide. 

There is another instance at hand which 
shows that women have rights. One of. the 
various daughters of the several wives of 
Singer, of sewing machine fame, has taken 
it into her head to marry a penniless French 
nobleman, the Duke de Cazes, and has writ- 
ten the following letter to David Hawley, of 
New York, the only surviving execntor of 
the Singer estate, as follows: 

In view of my contemplated marriage with the 
Duke de Cazes it will be necessary for meto obtain 
some money to pay formy trosseau, jewelry, the 
purchase of furniture, horses and carriages, ex- 
penses of the wedding trip, and incidental expenses 
connected with the wedding. The cost of the mar- 
riage contract alone, with the government tax, will 
be $6,000. I therefore wish to ask you to make 
application to the proper court to be allowed to pay 
ine the sum of $60,000 to meet the above expenses,

Figure ina Fight Between Two 
Negro Boys, 


Une of Whom is Seriously Hurt-A Man 
Wants to Suicide—A Residence Bur- 
glarized—Other Police News. 
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There was a bloody fight in the basement 
of the chamber of commerce building last 
night about tem o'clock, between Henry Man- 
gum and John Reese, two street lamp light- 
ers. 

Reese was seriousiy burt. 

In the rear of the basement floor a secticn 
has been cut off for the use of the negroes 
who light and extinguish the street lamps. 
The negroes congregate in the room .before 
going out to light and there receive their 
matches. After the lamps are lighted many 
of the boys return to the room and remain 
until time to start out to extinguish the lamps. 
During that time they amuse tiemselves as 
best they can. Last night Mangum and Reese 
were in the room, and were playing cards. 
The game went against Manguin, and he _ be- 
gan quarreling with Leese. The quarrel 
tinally resulted in a fight, in which Mangum 
used a heavy iron poker and a knife, and he 
used them with almost fatal effect. Reese 
fought hard, andthe battle was a stubborn 
one. ‘The other negroes rushed out and gave 
the alarm. Call Ofticer Green responded and 
arrested both parties. When Reese reached 
the city prison he was covered with 
blood, anc a stream was flowing 
down the back of his head. A messenger wes 
dispatched for Dr. Van Goidtsnoven, and be 
fore he arrived Dr. Foute, stationhouse keeper, 
tried to stop the excessjve flow of blood. The 
prison physician came in, and after examining 
Keese’s wounds carefully dressed them. The 
most dangerous wound was on the back of the 
negro’s head. The scalp was cut open and it 
was from this wound the blood flowed so pro- 
fusely. The wound was made with a poker. 
Three other wounds, one slight, made with a 
knife, were found onthe neck and shoulders, 
Dr. Goidtsnoven considers the negro’s con, 
dition serious, but not necessarily dangerous

A GRAND JURY WARNED, 


To Beware of Persons Who Sneak to Indict 
Others for Revenge. 


New York, April 4.—In swearing in the 
April grand jury today, Judge Cowing, in his charze, 
added another chapter to the Gould-Sage matter, 
and warned the grand jury to “beware of persons 
who sneaked around the grand jury room, and 
wanted paople indicted for motives of revenge.’ He 
coutinued: ‘The grand jury is constantly investi- 
gating cases which involve the life and liberty of 
the citizen, and it behoovesthem to examine with 
great caretbe evidence adduced, as well asthe 
motives of the witnesses, in order to avoid being 
made the instrument of oppression by designing 
complainants, who, from revenge or avarice, seek 
to have persons indicted without just cause. The 
grand jury should calmly, dispassionately and 
impartially investigate the alleged crime 
brought before them. In the words of 
the oath administered to your foreman, you should 
present no person frcm envy, hatred or malice, nor 
should you leave any one unpresented through fear, 
faver, affection or reward or hope thereof; but you 
should present all things truly as they come to your 
knowledge, according to the best of your under- 
standing. When youenterupon the dsscharge of 
your duties close your door agains! vindtctive, ava- 
ricious and dishonest complaints, as well as against 
public clamor, come from where ft may. Never 
lose sight of the fact that you are dealing with 
questions involving human life and liberty. You 
can afford to receive any amount of unfair and un- 
just criticism for doing right, but you can not afford 
to do wrong forany amount of undeserved praise, 
The grand jury must indict only on legal evi- 

ence.

One, for in 
instance, could not study in this way any of the 
more significant of the Greek dramas without gain- 
ing a clear knowledge of the Greek religion, phy- 
losophy, history and art: for it should be remem. 
bered that the Greek drama was very largely the 
representative and embodiment of all these. Per- 
haps especially was it so as regards the religion and 
art. Indeed, might almost say that on both re- 
ligicn and art the Greek Crimatist was the lawgiver 
of the people, and that neither can be correctly and 
fully understood without a correct and full knovwl- 
edge of the higher drama. Any one who has studied, 
for instance, the Laokoon of the great critic Lessing 
will realize how true this isas far as art is concerned.

come associated with any of our existing institu- 
tions, to limit the benefits or privileges of the in- 
structions to its own students. I should so arrange 
the hours ofinstruction as to make it convenient 
as possible for others to attend,”’

| THE RED COWHIDE. 


The Haralson-Fry Affair Inves. 
tigated in Court. 


Colonel Haralson Fined Fifty Dovlars and 
Hound Over in Two Hundred Dollays— 
Mr. Fry Fined Fifteen Dollars. 

Frank Haralson, the state librarian, and 
Abe Fry, the jeweler, were arraigned in police 
court yesterday morning, and the court room 
was thronged with people anxious to hear the 
sensational story from the parties themselvey 

The trial was not a lengthy one. : 

Long before the court convened the room 
was full, and just before the case was called 
Colonel Haratson entered the room. He Wage 
attired in a new suit of black, his prince albert 
buttoned high up, and was accompanied by a 
few friends. Scon after the colonel entered 
Mr. Fry walked in accompanied by Mr. Hin. 
ton Wright and Mr. Thomas Corrigan, hig 
attorneys. Mr. Fry wore a neat fitting cut. 
away,and looked over the audience as he 
approached the  judge’s stand. The 
two gentlemen took seats immediately in 
front of Judge Anderson, not far apart. Their 
attorneys sat nearthem, and until the caseg 
were called, the two parties were eyed cone 
stantly by the audience, The case against Mr, 
Fry was first, and as he arose, his attorney en< 
tered a plea. 

‘‘Not guilty”’ was the plea. 

The case against Colonel Haralson was then 
called, and as that gentleman he 
answered : 

“Tam not guilty of quarreling, but if cow. 
hiding a fellow is disorderly conduct, I have 
been disorderly. But just to bring out the evie 
dence, 1 will enter a plea of not guilty.” 

Mr. Davidson, the young ¢ ntleman who 
was in the store when the assawlt was made, 
was placed upon the stand, and stated that 
Colonel Haralson entered the store with a pis- 
tol in one hand and a cowhide in the other 
and struck at Mr. Iry. :

Who Would not Sacrifice His Life to Sav

Corvus, 8. ©., April 4.—fSpecial.|—A 
question as to the proper manner of assessing 
bank stock and banking capital for taxing 
having arisen in this state, the matter was re- 
ferred by the comutroller-general to Attorney- 
General Earle, who today rendered the follow- 
ing important decision, which, from the fact 
that it declares United States not ex- 
empt from state taxation, causes considerable 
consternation among banking people gener- 
ally.

The report of Secretary J. C. Kimball was 
now read by that gentleman, and was full of 
cheering facts. 

The attendance at the va: ‘ous schools during 
the past year had been excellent. Reports 
had been sent in from forty-one schools of the 
seventy-three schools in the county. These 
reports showed that 2S children had been con- 
verted in twenty-three schools during the past 

ear. Mr. Kimball was satisfied that full re- 
ports from the seventy-three schools in the 
county would show that at least 400 children 
have been converted during the year. The 
First Methodist school reported the largest 
number of conversions—forty-six. The next 
largest number of conversions was reported by 
the Third Baptist school—thirty-five. The 
First Baptist school is the largest in the coun- 
ty, the number of scholars being 45%. The 
Yorst Methodist school, the next largest, ha 
454. The average attendance at the F 
Methodist has been 35°, that at the First 
tist 5.37. 
scholars. 

The report showed increas:d contributions 
and the organization of a numberof mission 
schools. The dept of association at the 
last convention was $72.50. It now has only a 
small indebtedness of $40, which will soon be 
wiped ont. 

Contributions to the association the past year 
were a5 follows: First Baptist church, 
First Methodist, $15; Second Baptist, 310; 
First Presbyterian, $10; Trinity, $10; Mr. 
James Harle, $10, and $10 from other sources, 
making in all $80. 

Secretary Kimball spoke of the good work 
which has been done by the distribution of 
Sunday-schoo! literature to the county schools. 

Mr. Peacock, an earnest worker, spoke for 
the second district. He had found some of the 
schoois drooping, but, like the buds of the 
early spring, they were beginning to bloom. 
He had joined the church in 1883. Two years 
ago he began to visit the Sunday-schools. He 
had traveled around extensively and worked 
hard to help the schools. He now represented 
two schools. He was a delegate from New 
Hope and was also superintendent of Wesley 
chapel. He felt that he was not competent 
but was determined, with the help of God, to 
do all that he could forthe schools. 

Mr. A. C. Briscoe, the superintendent of the 
Beccnd Baptist school, made a few telling re- 
marks, in the course of which he 
large and enthusiastic meeting at Sandy 
Springs, which was eloquently addressed by 
Judge Howard Van Epps.

Isaac Pilgrim, Mr. Mike Ivey, Mr. Sam 
Downs, Mr. Richard Haynes, the present 
coroner, Mr. James Loyd, the present city 
marshal, and his brother Mr. John Loyd, 
Miss Joanna Thompson, now Mrs, Thomas 
Clark, Miss Mary J. Thompson, now Mrs. 
Richard Peters, Mr. Tiff Mead and many 
Others. Major Houston said that he had aided 
in starting this school forty years ago, that he 
had tried to do his duty, and was still devoted
